ough, which, has been in the course of 
construction during the past six months 
at the works of the Fore River Engine 
company, has aroused great interest 
among naval men, because it is one of 
a new type and is to be one of a fleet 
of 50 craft of the same kind- Viewed 
ilrom above the boat looks like a huge 
knitting needle, its length "being 242 
feet, while the entire brea'dth. of beam 
is only 22 feet. The vessel is 14 feet 
deep from deck to keel and has a dis. 
placement of 4TO tons. She draws six 
feet eight inches of water. No part of 
the Macdonou-jh is armored save the 
forward conin-j towers, which are cov- 
ered witn % inch nickel steel ofl a 
tensile strength of 120,000 pounds to 
the square inch, as any broadside arm.

Protection may be given bees in a com- 


moTi box hive by covering it with boards 
or placing a box over the hive, leaving 
the entrance free for the bees to pass.—

army) of comr>«'itive projects One of 
the large sugar refiners at Philade'i>lua 
\\ho sold out to the American su^ar 
leflnlng company, intends to renter 
the business and build a big independ- 
ent plant. Ths sheet steel combination 
is reading nearly every day of some 
new concern projected as a competitor 
in its field ofl industry. The United 
States rubber company officials 
say 


they are getting tired of "holding the 
•umbrella for the outside companies"— 
that is, of malting a price to suit 
themselves at the beHnnin-s of each 
season and then guaranteeing it, only 
to see the competing concerns under- 
sell them all around. These independ- 
ent companies have waxed so stronrr 
under the shelter of trust exactions 
that a -war upon them seems to have 
already bam institute*, by the trusts. 
A *3,000,000 rr-al to the glucose trust 
Is beins organized with Standard Oil 
capital back ot it, so the trade papers 
say. A new t'n plate company, capi- 
talizsd at $5 000.000, is being formed to 
compete with the tin plate trust, em- 
ploying newly-invented processes for 
tinning plate. All of which finally 
means a worse state of over-production 
and competitiOT than that out of which 
the trusts arose—Springfield Republi. 


can. 


The blind free-traders certainly £ive 


us no end ofl queer theories about the 
trusts. They tell us -with greater fre. 
quency and solemnity than they say 
their prayers that the tariff is respon. 
Bible for trusts ard that the trusts are 
beyond thfl reach of even economic 
Jaws so Ions ~s the tariff remains.

becoming monopolies and make large 
aggregations cf capital employed in in. 
<1ustry a public boon instead of a pub. 
lie curs*- 


The blind free-traders scoffed at the 


argument and laughed at the idea of 
competition being able to reach flie, 
trusts. But hf-re is the Springfield Re- 
publican, the blindest ofl blind free. 
traders, coming up and admitting that 
competition, without a government re 
eulation, to help it, i8 actually break- 
ing down tho trusts.

ment, and, if a monopoly points out

!ai> as to Increase its nutritive value.

Re- 
ferring to a recoraruendatidn made by

I "The recommendation that the freth 
to eat ration be reduced in quantity was 
to opposed to all the teachings of ex- 
perience, both in our own country and 
la Cuba anc! Porto Rico, that the board 
iras unable to accept this rec*mmenda- 
tl-on as conclusive without further in- 
vestigation. Two members of the board

BONES OF A DINOSAUR. 


Prehistoric Monster's Remains 
Being Unearthed In Black Hills. 


flTINTEB WILL STOP THE WOEK, 


I 


Beast Was Sixty Feet I/ons: In It* 


Prime ana Ijived Two Million Ycftr» 
Ago—Interevtlng Work of a Pnrtr 
of Scientists Near Fort Blende, 9. D. 
Professor Wieland In Charge. 


OD the military reservation about 


two miles from the post at Fort Meade, 
S. D., there are now being unearthed 
tvro almost perfect skeletons of the 
prehistoric monster the dinosaur, says 
the Chicago Record. These gigantic 
specimens were first discovered some 
weel^p ago by'a party of scientists sent 
out by the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History of New York city. 
The 


expedition is under the leadership of 
Professor G. E. Wielaud, and it is un- 
der his supervision that the work of 
excavation is now being carried on. 


According to Professor Wieland, the 


two monsters whose bones are now be- 
ing unearthed perished some 2,000,000 
brief summers ago. During this period 
of time, the skeletons have been repos- 
ing In the Jurassic formation at tne 
edge of the Black Ilills. Though somer 
what scattered the different bones are 
now being rapidly found "but r. short 
way below tie surface, and the scien- 
tists express the hopn that tbe skele- 
tons will be found In their entirety. 


The first discovery by the party in 


this vicinity was made some weeks ago 
on the southern slope of the Seven 
Pines, a small peak In the first range 
of foothills. 
This bone, a vertebra, 


was found lying on tbe surface of the 
ground and had doubtless been passed 
over by innumerable cow punchers and 
believed to be nn ordinary rock, as It 
was lying in a cattle trail. It was Im- 
mediately recognized by the geologist, 
however, and the search was com- 
menceO to earnest. Near this spot a 
gigantic fernur w«is next discovered. 
This thigh lione conveys to the unini- 
tiated some :dk>a of the enormous •!«» 
of the iH-wcter of which U waa once a 
part. U If nearly tight feet In length 
and of tb« llilclcneM of a mur* bodx. 


to iroressor Wieland,' "tbe 


skeleton Is ttat of one of the largest of 
the dinosaurs, the original animal hav- 
ing been at least 00 feet In length. 
Since that time another femur of this 
same animal has been found Imbedded 
in the rim reck of tlie Seven Pines but 
a few hundred ?eet away from its 
mate. There have been found also a 
number of ribs, vertebras, leg bones 
and portions of the entire skeleton. 


A half mile to the west of the Seven 


Pines, in the side of another biU. has 
since been discovered anothpr skeleton. 
This is also that of a dinosaur, but 
whether or not of the same kind as 
the first discovery is not yet deter- 
mined. 
This specimen is also in n 


splendid 
condition 
of 
preservation. 


Though not so gigantic as its neighbor, 
this creature was no pygmy, but meas- 
ured full 40 feet In length at the time 
it wandered over the Dakota plains. 
As the bones of this monster are r-ot 
Imbedded in the solid rock, but lie in 
the upper soil but a short way below 
tbe surface, it Is believed that the ex- 
cavation can be accomplished without 
destruction to the bones, and the ut- 
most care Is being used to preserve 
them unbroken. 


Owing to the lateness of 'the seasoc 


the work is soon to be abandoned for 
this winter. Already some portions of 
the skeletons have been shipped east 
Other portions have been covered with 
n contlntr of nlnstor of nnrls nnd cach- 
ed until spring, when the work will be 
resumed. 


Although the country west of the 


Black Hills, the Sand creek region of 
Wyoming, has long been known to be 
rich in fossillferous remains of prehis- 
toric animals, tbis is practically the 
first discovery on the eastern slope of 
the range. It Is now believed that o 
new and possibly rich territory for the 
study has been located, and the com- 
ing season a number of expeditions will 
be made with similar objects In view.
